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Che Heginnings of Rindge Gech. School 


By JOHN W. Woop 


During the past summer it became necessary for me to examine 
some of the correspondence connected with the beginnings of the 
Rindge Technical School. In many of the letters and reports I found 
so much material of permanent value to the present and former mem- 
bers of the School that it seemed wise to put some of these papers in- 
to convenient form for reference. It was our original intention to let 
these documents tell their own story. It became evident, however, 
that the passage of years has obscured the significance of many of the 
allusions to persons and events. To supply this background a certain 
amount of material has been added but always with the idea in mind 
that the element of personal reminiscence should be supplemental to 
the documents reproduced. It is hoped that the typography will help 
to keep clear in the reader’s mind which portions of the text are the 
original papers and which are merely the writer’s comment. 

No apology is offered for introducing some personal recollections. 
There is surprisingly little material to be found in print either about 
Mr. Rindge or his colleagues. The little book entitled ‘‘The Rindge 
Gifts to Cambridge” is an excellent source of data regarding Mr.

There were four men who seem to have been most actively inter- 
ested in the beginnings of the school. Frederick H. Rindge; William 
EK. Russell, then Mayor of Cambridge; Colonel Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson, one of the most distinguished citizens of Cambridge; and 
Harry Ellis, who undertook the work of building and organizing the 
school, and who became its first Superintendent. There were doubt- 
less others who rendered valuable assistance, and some of these will 
be spoken of later, but to the mind of the writer the little group of 
four extraordinarily gifted gentlemen mentioned above deserves spe- 
cial mention. 


Frederick Hastings Rindge was born in Cambridge, Dec. 21, 1857, 
the son of Samuel Baker Rindge and grandson of Daniel Rindge. It 
is probable that Daniel Rindge came to East Cambridge almost with 
the earliest settlers in that part of Cambridge, attracted by the famous 
New England Glass Works. Mr. Rindge’s father began life as a boy 
of small means in the counting room of the wholesale dry goods firm 
of Parker & Blanchard in Boston, afterwards Parker, Wilder & Co. 
Through great industry and considerable business capacity he ad- 
vanced steadily in business, finally becoming a partner in the firm 
for which he went to work as a boy. Through this and other actiy- 
ities he prospered greatly and accumulated a considerable fortune. 


Upon the death of his father in 1883, Mr. Frederick H. Rindge be- 
came the heir to this property, five brothers and sisters having died 
before reaching maturity. After his graduation from Harvard in 
1879, Mr. Rindge travelled quite extensively, and because of poor 
health, spent much time in the West. While living in the West he 
met and married Miss May Knight, a native of Michigan.

Colonel Thomas Wentworth Higginson, the oldest of this group 
of four, was a man of world-wide literary reputation. He was of 
somewhat the same type as President Eliot, in that he was capable 
of the most rigid self-denial, amounting almost to austerity, without 
in any way losing his sense of human values, and without sinking to 
the depths of self-pity. His military experience during the Civil War 
was extraordinary in many ways. While entirely without military 
training he was called upon to organize and lead as Colonel the first 
regiment of colored troops for service in the Civil War. So much 
success attended his efforts that the experiment was repeated on a 
larger scale, with a result which had far-reaching consequences for 
good to the whole colored race in America. Colonel Higginson lived 
at the time of his death, in 1911, at 81 Buckingham Street, Cambridge. 
His character and career may be admirably summed up by the fol- 
lowing quotation from “Thomas Wentworth Higginson” by Mary T. 
Higginson: Dr. Crothers recalled a thought which had come to him 
in the church when he heard the bugle sounding “taps” and the dis- 
tant response. “I thought,’ ne said, “of the passing of Mr. Valiant- 
for-truth in ‘Pilgrim’s Progress’: so he passed over, and:all the bugles 
sounded for him on the other side.” These same words were after- 
wards applied to the death of President Roosevelt. 


The fourth member of the group I have been describing, Harry 
Ellis, was the really active agent in working out the plan for Mr. 
Rindge’s school. He was a young man whose sole contact with edu- 
cation was in teaching wood-working to a class of boys in the ‘Boys 
Aid Club” in Harvard Square. He had been engaged in business with 
his father in Fanueil Hall market for some years before he became 
active in the school project ,but he had miany interests outside of 
business. Not only had he spent a great deal of time in the west, 
where he gained the experience and knowledge of men which were 
to prove of value to him later, but he gained an insight into the vari- 
ous phases of railroading which would have made possible for him a 
great career in that line, which possibility he abandoned because of 
his compelling interest in boys. 

The picture which accompanies this text gives an excellent idea 
of Harry Ellis as we knew him as Superintendent of the Cambridge 
Manual Training School. He undoubtedly rendered a great service 
to education by bringing to a practical success a difficult experiment 
in the new field of industrial training. We remember him best, how- 
ever, for his great-hearted humanity. Walter G. Burns, of the class 
of 95 has well said of him, “He was a boy with his boys but always 
with the dignity of a man—a dignity which all the boys respected.” 
This expresses admirably the relation which existed between the 
great teacher and the boys who came in contact with him. All over 
this country today are men who are proud of the fact that for a few 
short years they were Harry Ellis’s boys. They have the same keen 
loyalty for him now that was part of their boyish faith, and each year 
which adds to their knowledge of life brings a new conception to them 
of the rare personality which was his, and of their good fortune in 
having had, early in life, the opportunity to know and appreciate so 
great a character. It is difficult to know when to stop in writing of 
Harry Ellis. I am convinced, however, that much that I would say 
of him is revealed in the letters which follow. 

The first of the documents which have been selected for repro- 
duction here, is the letter from Mr. Rindge offering certain gifts to 
the City of Cambridge.

Dear Sir: It would make me happy to give to the city of Cam- 
bridge, provided no considerable misfortune happens to my property 
within two years from date, three gifts, which are described herein:— 

First, a worthy site for a High School building in the immediate 
vicinity of the Public Library Common, provided the following inscrip- 
tion, in metal or stone letters, be placed over the main entrance door: 
“Knowledge is worth seeking; but the wise, while striving to culti- 
vate their minds, strive also to acquire strength of soul and body; 
then knowledge avails.’ And provided, also, one other condition be 
complied with. (This condition was that an adjoining lot be pur- 
chased and added to the High School lot.—J. W. W.) 


Second: A City Hall, provided the following inscription, in metal 
or stone letters, be placed on the outside of said building and over its 
main entrance door: “God has given commandments unto men. From 
these commandments men have framed laws by which to be governed. 
It is honorable and praiseworthy faithfully to serve the people by 
helping to administer these laws. If the laws are not enforced, the 
people are not well governed.” And provided also the city of Cam- 
bridge give a worthy site for said City Hall. 

Third: An Industrial School building ready for use, together with 
a site for the same in the immediate neighborhood of the Public Li- 
brary Common, provided the following inscription, in metal or stone 
letters, be placed on the outside of said building and over its main en- 
trance door: “Work is one of our greatest blessings; everyone should 
have an honest occupation.” I wish the plain arts of industry to be 
taught in this school. I wish the school to be especially for boys of 
average talents, who may in it learn how their arms and hands can 
earn food, Clothing, and shelter for themselves; how, after a while, 
they can support a family and home; and how the price of these 
blessings is faithful industry, no bad habits, and wise economy,— 
which price, by the way, is not dear. I wish also that in it they may 
become accustomed to being under authority, and be now and then 
instructed in the laws that govern health and nobility of character. 
I urge that admittance to said school be given only to strong boys, 
who will grow up to be able working men. Strict obedience to such 
a rule would tend to make parents careful in the training of their 
young, as they would know that their boys would be deprived of the

THE HONOR ROLL 


Accompanying this number, we have published the honor roll 
which consists for the first semister of 18 students. Considering the 
fact that there are 850 boys in school, this is a very small honor roll. 

It certainly seems that in such a school there should be more 
boys who deserve notice, and above all encouragement. The only 
way to do such a thing would be by changing our present Honor 
System. In order to do this it would be necessary to establish a new 
system which requires a passing grade in everything with an average 
of seventy five percent. 

There are several reasons why this system seems logical. First, 
according to recent statistics published in this issue, it has been prov- 
en, that there is a very large majority of students who work, either 
for the support of their family or themselves. In such cases it would 
be very hard for a boy of average mentality to put that amount of time 
on his lessons which would put him on the present honor roll. Second, 
perhaps there are certain courses that require a great deal more time 
and energy than others. For example consider the third year in the 
four year college course. In this year, if a boy expects to get into col- 
lege in four years, it is absolutely necessary to carry seven major sub- 
jects. Here, certainly, if a boy can get an average of seventy-five per- 
cent he is worthy of particular note. Third, there are certain groups 
of boys who need to be encouraged. Perhaps such a system would 
make a little competition. , 

Bearing these facts in mind, the Register wishes to go on record 
as being strongly in favor of a system by whicha boy may become an 
Honor Roll Student by securing an average of seventy-five percent 
rather than a mark of seventy five percent in each individual subject, 
and believes that by such a change the whole scholastic standard of 
the school might be raised. 


HOW ABOUT THOSE NEW YEAR’S RESOLUTIONS? 


In last year’s Christmas number of the “Register,” there appeared 
an editorial entitled “New Year’s Resolutions.” ; 

At that time, did you actually stop ana think of what kind of a 
resolution you could make, that would make your life as well as the lives 
of others better, and did you actually keep that resolution? If you 
did not make any, or if you did not keep those that you made, there 
is something wrong with your will power, and you might just as well 
realize it now, while it’s not too late to correct it, as later on. 

Between now and New Year’s and from New Year’s on, bear in 
mind that you are going to make those resolutions tell, that you are 
going to make them bear fruit. 
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The following editorial was taken from the Artisan, a publication of the — 
Mechanic Arts High School, and is an example of what other schools say of 
“School Spirit.” 


SCHOOL SPIRIT 


People otten wonder why athletes go to the limit of their endurance sim- 
ply to win a race or a game for their school. To be sure, the paltry two or 
three points gained seem small reward in return for the enormous amount of 
energy expended to get them. Yet behind these thrilling displays of courage . 
and stamina lies one important factor: the contestant’s regard for his school. 
Thoughts of personal glory and self advancement are all cast aside in a mighty 
endeavor to make his college or university triumphant. This loyalty, school : 
spirit as it is called, is not confined to college boys, but should be shown to- 
ward every school from kindergarten to commencement day. . 

To have true school spirit does not necessarily mean to go out and perform 
some marvelous athletic feat. Not everyone can be an athlete. The least we 
can do, however, is to attend these meets, giving our representatives the moral 
support of our presence. :

In the latter part of the afternoon and on Saturdays there might 
be classes for boys from the Grammar School, who cannot enter on 
e three years regular course. 


The expense of such a building as would accommodate the above 
school allowing for the natural growth of the next few years would 





It is my intention under the condition that no such misfortune hap- 
pens to my property during the first three years of the schools’ work 


to pay the current expenses of said school, provided the expenses of 
each year do not exceed the amounts hereby described; namely:— 


‘probably be between thirty and forty thousand dollars. The outfit spe Asc elahint pe 
for shops and building would certainly amount to twenty thousand. 2nd year 15,000.00 
‘The actual running expenses including salaries, materials, fuel and 3rd year 16,000.00 


whatever is needed would be about 
twelve thousand five hundred dollars. Second year, about fifteen 
‘thousand dollars. Third year, and each successive year, about six- 
teen thousand dollars. Certainly not over that amount. 


This estimate would establish a school which working at its full 
Capacity in a three years course alone would daily accommodate near- 
aly three hundred boys. We have but little doubt that it would be 
filled as soon as its purpose became thoroughly understood. 


4 All of the above totals are based upon detailed estimates care- 
fully prepared. The reason of the first and second years’ expense 
_ being less than the third year and after that, is because we would not 
advocate starting the Blacksmith and Machine Working departments 
until the second year. Also that the full complement of boys would 
not be obtained until the third year. 

Should you wish to have the school started this fall, which we 

recommend, we will heartily endeavor to accomplish your wish. 
Should you deem it adyiseable to add a girls’ department which 
we strongly recommend, it should be a school in which girls could be 
taught actual work in Sewing, Cooking. Printing, Stenography and 
-Typewriting. . 

To accomplish this the expense would be as follows: 

Additions to building ten to twelve thousand dollars. 

Outfit for room five to six thousand dollars. 

Yearly running expense of above in connection’ with boys’ de- 

partment six or seven thousand dollars. 

This seems to us after careful investigation to be a reasonable 
estimate of the cost of school on the plan here sketched out and we 
_ Gan see no way of reducing it except by cutting off one or more de- 
partments of the school.

I wish to ask whether the studies you enumerate and which are 
to be taught in the High School, if the city permits, are intended to 
be obligatory or only so in a measure. 

In my letter to the Mayor I stated that I would give an Industrial 
School for Boys under certain conditions. Since then I have reflected 
whether it would be best to add a department for girls; but after 
much consideration I have decided to adhere to my first plan, and 
make such decision a condition of my support of the school for three 
years. Not that I disapprove of industrial education for girls; I es- 
teem such highly, but only provided it is given in another building. 

The present High School would be well adapted for a Girls’ In- 
dustrial School; and I believe when our school proves its value to 
the community, such a school for girls will follow; the ladies of 
Cambridge could establish it. 





As to the building, its architecture and details, I aim to have 
nothing in or about it that is rich or elaborate; and yet to have all 
in good taste and not unpleasant to the eye. I wish to have every- 
thing plain and as economic as possible, that the youths may not 
have constantly before them examples of waste in building, interior 
fittings or materials; which things would tend to weaken their char- 
acters. Can I ask you, gentlemen, to bear this in mind? My own 
thoughts in this respect would doubtless agree with those that have 
already come to you. 

Please have everything arranged and managed as if all expenses 
were to be paid out of the public funds, raised by taxation: and as if 
the expenditures were watched by watchful tax-payers; thus in three 
years this problem may be solved:—can industrial education be con- 
nected with the public school system to advantage and should the 
expense of such be borne by the people. 

The industrial school, equipment and site I shall, of course, deed 


to the city.

It will be noted that Mr. Rindge’s decision was made without any 
argument or persuasion from those who had interested themselves in 
the project. The letter reads as if he had already made up his mind 
before the report reached him, and that he simply wanted to give his 
friends time to realize the practicability of a project which he much 
desired to promote. In a subsequent letter he suggested that instruc- 
tion in printing be postponed until a later time, and no provision was 
made for this trade in the original building and the course of study. 
It was not until nearly twenty years after that printing was intro- 
duced into the school.

After inspecting the principal Industrial Schools of this country 
we would advocate a school on the following plan. 








" Harry ELLIS a 
First Superintendent of the Cambridge Manual Training School 





Boys should be admitted upon graduating from the Grammar 
Schools provided that they could pass the required physical standard 
and at the end of a three years course should be so far advanced that 
they would be competent to enter any shop as wood or metal workers 
at salaries of $1.25 to $2.00 per day and by faithful work for one year 
have their pay raised to that of a first class mechanic or if they 
wished, pupils could be fitted by a similar course for the Institute of 
Technology, where there are a number of free scholarships. 

To accomplish this result we would recommend a brick building 
sufficiently large to meet all shop and drawing requirements. This, 
we think at a rough estimate, would take a building covering about 
10,000 sq. ft. of ground surface with only a proportion, say one half, 
carried above the first story. This building to include properly fitted 
shops. and rooms for the following branches. 

1. Woodworking, including carpentering with practical illustra- 
tions in house framing, joinery, cabinet making, pattern making which 
includes wood turning, and perhaps carving. 

2. Iron working including blacksmithing, forging, casting, vise 
and lathe work. 

3. Machine work (the third year) to include actual construction 
of machinery such as lathes 2 to 12 H. P. engines or any piece of light 
machinery that will not keep the pupils too long a time upon its con- 
struction. Also the actual making and care of boiler and forge fires 
with charge and oiling of engines. 

4. In drawing, we think one hour a day during the three years 
course would prepare a pupil to go into any actual shop and earn fair 
wages as a draughtsman. 

5. Printing, to include type setting, proof reading, press running, 
etc. 

6. Courses of lectures on health, morals, what to do in case of 
emergencies, etc. 

In connection with this manual work and as a part of the school 
course, if the city would give permission, we would strongly advise 
having the boys attend the English High School for three hours a 
day and in course of the three years pursue the following studies: 
Arithmetic, Algebra, Plane Geometry, U. S. History, Political Science, 
English Literature, Bookkeeping, German or French, Physics and 
Chemistry. 

This in connection with our three years of shop course would 
ably prepare a boy to compete for a free scholarship at the Institute 
if he wishes to pursue his shop and laboratory work after graduating 
from the industrial school. If you wished to reach a certain class of 
boys, (those who are obliged to work day times. etc.) whom we think 
it would be impossible to reach by any form of day school, classes 


could be formed in the evening at probably a comparatively small ex. 
pense.

On Friday, April 24, 1925, a men 
orial, in the form ofa Trophy Cabinet, 
was dedicated to the .memory of 
Charles C. Jones, former printing in 
structor of Rindge. 

Mr. Jones was born in New Han: 
shire where he received his early edu 
cation and where he first became et 
gaged in the printing business 

After having worked on _ several 
New Hampshire newspapers, he came 
to the Harvard College Press where 
he was employed fifteen years until 
a printing instructor was needed at 
Rindge. 

When Mr. Jones came here in 1911, 
there was but one room, one small 
press and a few cases of type. 
Through his efforts more type was 
added, two presses and a linotype ma 
chine were procured. 

Mr. Jones passed away in 1922. 
After his death a fund was created to 
erect a memorial to him. Thus plans 
for a Trophy Cabinet were designed 
and the cabinet was built under the 
supervision of Mr. Moore in the pat 
tern shop. It was wired by the elec- 
trical department. 

In the cabinet are cups and shields 
which were won by our warriors of 
the past. In the left wing on the up- 
per shelf is a cup which was present- 
ed to the football team of 1922 when 
Rindge held the Suburban League 
Championship. On this shelf is also 
a cup which no one knows much 
about since it bears no history. In 
back of these cups is a hockey-club 
which bears the date 1901-1902. 

The song contest cup on by Rindge 
in 1915 rests on the lower shelf of 
this section and has written on it the 
names of those who helped win it. 
Walter Coleman (Capt.), R. J. Stack- 
house, R. R. Jordan, H. G. Stover, W. 
J. Smith, J. L. Lenox, C. T. Cook and 
R. K. Shea, comprised the team for 
1915 

The 1916 team was made up of T. 
F. Holden (Capt.), J. W. Bolton, A. 
M. Garvin, L. C. Elliot, W. J. Mahoney, 
G. F. Holden, R J. O’Neil and L. A. 
Sands. 

In 1920 the team consisted of 
Thomas P. Leonard, A. J. Hogan, J. 
A. Fleming, G. T. Bowles, D. A. Thurs- 
ton, F. B. Thurston, E. F, Steele and 
H. J. Duffy. 

The Song Contest Cup was pre- 
sented by John W Woods, Jr., and 
was first awarded February 4, 1915. 

The latest addition to the Trophy 
Cabinet was the Yale Challenge Cup 
competed for by High School eights. 
It was won in 1915-1916 by Noble and 
Greenough; in 1920, by the Hunting- 
ton School; in 1921, by Browne and 
Nichols; in 1922-1923, by Choate 
School; in 1924-1925, by Kent School; 
finally, in 1926, by the Rindge Tech- 
nical School. 

In this part of the cabinet is a 
football bearing the date 1924 and 
the score Rindge 12, Somerville 0. 

A reminder of the days when 
Rindge won the Inter-Scholastic Ath- 
letic League Championshnp of 1910 is 
found in this part of the cabinet. The 
eleven that won the same consisted of 
T. R. Sherburne, L. F. Bingham, W. 
J. Balcom, I. E. Swart, W. F. Swart 
(Capt.), A. Krigger, N. Greene, F. P.

The Beginnings of Rindge Tech. Schual 


By JoHN W. Woop 





(Continued from the Christmas Number) 





Having thus far outlined the personalities and the correspondence which 
resulted in the decision to establish the school and the form in which it was 
to be started, it is now necessary to turn to the important events which fol- 
lowed. The first, and most important matter was the selection of a man to 
whom could be entrusted the details of organization and the opening of the 
school for instruction purposes. At first it was suggested that Mr. Epes S. Dix- 
well, a member of the Citizens’ Committee on the Rindge Gifts to Cambridge, 
be selected. 

Upon the urgent advice of William E. Russell, and Col. Higginson, however, 
Mr. Rindge finally selected Mr. Harry Ellis. 

This important matter settled in a manner most fortunate for the future of 
the school, work of completing the plans for the building went forward rapidly. 
Messrs. Rotch and Tilden had been chosen as the architects for the new build- 
ing and the contract for erection was awarded as described in the following 
extracts from one of Mr. Ellis’s letters to Mr. Rindge. 

“Monday, Col. Parker (Mr. Rindge’s business agent in Boston) signed the 
contract for the building of your industrial school. It was awarded to Marshall 
N. Stearns, of Cambridge, for the sum of thirty-two thousand, six hundred, 
twenty-seven dollars and seventy cents, he being the lowest bidder; this sum 
does not include heating, plumbing, lighting or architects fee, which will swell 
the total for building between thirty-six and thirty-seven thousand dollars. Mr. 
Stearns is a responsible contractor and mason who has lived in Cambridge for 
a long term of years. 

“The carpenter who does the wood work for Mr. Stearns is Fred’k Furbish, 
also a Cambridge builder of good standing. 

“Mr. Furbish agrees to have one wing ready for occupancy by the middle 
of September and the building completed by November first.” 

The months referred to are in the year 1888. 

Even before the awarding of the contract the following announcement to 
grammar school seniors was prepared and sent out. It is interesting, as being 
the first formulation of the course of study for the school. 








CAMBRIDGE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


The committee having charge of the new industrial school, given to the 
city by Mr. Frederick H. Rindge, wishes to state for the benefit of pupils who 
desire to attend that it is intended to open the school the coming fall. 

Boys will be taken upon graduation from the Grammar Schools or an equiv- 
alent, for a three years’ course, to include one hour daily for drawing and two 
hours for shop work, the latter to include courses in Carpentry and Joinery, 
Wood Turning, Pattern Making, Printing, Casting, Blacksmithing, Chipping, 
Filing and Machine Shop Work, with practice in actual care of engine and 
boilers. 

The school will be free to boys of good physique who have been residents 
of Cambridge for two years. A course of study at the English High School 
will be planned to be taken in connection with the Industrial School. This 
course, although not definitely fixed, will probably be as follows: Mathematics, 
History, Physiology and Hygiene, Bookkeeping, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, 
Civil Government, French or German. ,

The question of naming the new school was presented to Mr. Rindge in the 
following letter: 

August 16, 1888. 
Mr. Frederick H. Rindge, 
Dear Sir: 

In behalf of the members of the committee I write to ask you if you have 
any objections to a change in the name of your industrial school. 

We would prefer to have it called the Rindge Manual Training School, or 
the Cambridge Manual Training School which ever meets your approval. 

Our reason for asking this change is that we find several reform insti- 
tutions in other states are called industrial schools. ‘We have already had 
applications from distant parties for the position of matron and keepers. 
This shows that there has been some slight misapprehension of the purpose 
of the school on account of the name.

There wasn’t any in America 
at the time to which he refers. 
same values are in the subject of manual 
training when taught in School under the 
right conditions—especially when taught 
by the right kind of teacher. 

This book of Professor Pupin’s, by the 
way, is one which will repay careful study. 
It is the story of the rise of a poor Serbian 
who landed in New York with only five 
cents in his pocket, but with an active 
mind and sound morals. The story of 
his rise to fortune is absorbingly interest- 
ing as a narrative. It is valuable also, in 
that it pictures in a most appealing man- 
ner the great scientists of the past century, 
Faraday, Maxwell, Helmholst, Herz, 
Henry, Rowland—and the epoch making 
discoveries which their efforts produced. 

It isn’t easy reading, but those of you 
who are interested in electricity ought to 
try it.

In addition to the Honor List, the 
“Register”’ takes a great deal of 
pleasure in announcing that each of 
the following boys have marks total- 
ling an average of 85% or. more:

These boys are to be congratulated 
for the high standard that they have 
set. We sincerely hope that they 
will maintain this high standard. 

A short time ago there appeared an 
editorial touching on the past honor 
roll system, and telling why it did not 
seem adapted to Rindge. At the 
same time the editorial went so far 
as to suggest an honor roll system 
with a basis of 75% average. After 
considerable discussion on the topic, 
the faculty approved of the idea, and 
decided to put it into effect the sec- 
ond quarter. 

Although the above list of 65 names 
is larger than usual, it is compara- 
tively small in accordance with the 
system that it is based on. If your 
marks aren’t up to this standard, or 
at the least, aren’t within close 
range of it, there is a deficiency

In the daily drama of current events he may not be discerning 
enough to find much, but it is there for those who can see.” 

Like any other paper, “The Register” has its big issues and its little issues, and it is 
of this aspect of the work that the Post speaks. 

Time _ lots ofit. . . is wasted inreading newspapers. But the presshas the 
right to be considered a great educational force. It depends on how the paper is read.

Che Beginnings of Rindge Tech. Schual 


By JoHN W. Woop 





Mr. Rindge’s choice of a name for the new school was in keeping 
with his modest, unassuming attitude throughout all his relations 
with the school,—always helpful, never dictatorial. Perhaps nowhere 
is his greatness of soul more apparent than in his ability to help with- 
out dominating. 

Further light on his ideas of what the school should accomplish is 
gained from the following letters: 


Los Angeles, February 22, 1888. 
Mr. Harry Ellis, 
My dear Sir: 


Your kind letter has been received. I think the Cambridge In- 
dustrial School will be a very useful success. I know of no better 
method of assisting City youth to become true men than that of “help- 
ing them to help themselves” in manual-labor schools. The appren- 
tice-system seems to be passing into history. 

Industrial Schools would not be so much needed if the youth had 
not so many temptations that would like to wreck them: such being 
the case, however, it remains for some people to try and counteract 
such temptations by trying to plant in boys’ heads and hearts a true 
knowledge of the necessity, nobility and rewards of work. The school 
in Cambridge, situated in the neighborhood of the Library, will have 
additional and unusual opportunities for making men out of boys. 

When I am in Boston I hope that we may meet.

Mr. Harry Ellis, 
My dear Sir: 


Yours of June 10th with enclosures is received. I await with in- 
terest the arrival of the school-building plans and I shall then tele- 
graph my opinion concerning them. 

Your printed notification of the opening of the school seemed to 
me wise and timely. Mayor Russell, Col. Higginson and others write 
me of the excellent progress being made with the various buildings. 

I expect great good from all the buildings, but my mind finds it- 
self very often thinking about the Industrial School, partly because 
there is where boys will learn to become MEN. Next to the occupa- 
tion of getting away one’s own faults, I believe the most profitable and 
satisfactory one is working for the welfare of others: and both you 
and I may be the means, perhaps, of shaping many a boy’s life into 
honest usefulness and happiness. I make mention of these things that 
you may know that our purposes are the same. I shall always: work 
shoulder to shoulder with you for the best interests of the school, and 
in looking forward into the years to come you can safely consider that 
it will be a permanent institution. 

One of the causes of the success of the Boys’ Aid Club was, I be- 
lieve, that it was simple and sincere. Let us in this school “aim high 
but soar low.”Let us not sound any trumpets about the great work it 
will do, but go quietly to work on a fairly modest scale: this is always 
best for the first year.

Knowing the extent of Mr. Rindge’s generosity to Cambridge, any- 
one would be justified in thinking that he had concentrated his efforts 
here. The following letter shows the extent of his commitments else- 
where. 

Simplicity and Sincerity. 
Los Angeles, Cal., April 18th, 1891.- 
Mr. Harry Ellis, 
42 North Avenue, Cambridge, Mass. 
Dear Sir:— 

I have delayed replying to your communication in relation to ex- 
penses for the next year of the Manual Training School because it has 
been necessary for me to take other things into consideration in con- 
nection therewith. I have promised to give the gymnasium to the 
Y. M. GC. A. here; am sending two missionaries to China; am engaged 
in educational matters elsewhere, and have made other promises and 
plans which require me to be careful how I arrange my finances. I 
have written thus that you might the better understand me, and not 
think that I was too careful or close. 

I find that we are all able to make the fewest mistakes by going 
slow in making any changes or additions after the success of any 
principle has been proved; so we will go slowly, surely, yet ready to 
make a change or improvement when’ we see our way clear. I would 
reduce the items for running expenses of ’91 and ’92 all that is wise. 
I will tell you here, the school under your superintendence has been 
a glowing success. It has attracted to itself many educators and 
friends of the boys. The greatest drawback to the development of 
the principle in our country is the expense incident upon the excellent 
system we have employed. : 

I hear of some remarks about the impossibility of ordinary towns 
following systems we have laid down, on account of the expense inci- 
dent thereto. In a clipping which I send you herewith, you will note 
that the Superintendent of the Public Schools of the City of Washing- 
ton stated that the manual training school in that city was practically 
inexpensive. Now we want to make our school a model of WISE 
economy and applied business principles, so that in our expenses and 
accounts we may be above business criticism. Now we must over- 
come the objection of great expense in order that other places may 
not be frightened away from the principle we are seeking to promul- 
gate. You will note that I underline the word “Wise” economy; I mean 
by that not to economize too far but just far enough. We will achieve 
more good for boys of the nation by keeping our school within such 
bounds of economy that other towns and cities need not fear to copy 
the expense of it. In relation to opinions expressed in regard to our 
business methods, I have excused any action of the school by saying 
to others that you had an avalanche of work to do, and also that I had 
authorized expenditures which it was difficult for me to limit. But we 
are now getting settled down to work, and we can avoid any unbusi- 
ness-like systems which have been almost forced upon us heretofore, 
and we can bring our system of approving bills requiring all creditors 
to present their accounts promptly, and knowing to a dollar just what 
we owe. City governments have such a system, and we certainly can 
do it. We must make our school a model of business habits. You 
have more to do than three common men, but I am always going to 
tell you frankly how we can improve and all criticisms I hear; thus 
-we can do more good. 

We want to have everything about our school “on time’’—so to 
speak—in our business methods, as well as in our school discipline, 
thus when our boys go out into the world’s fields of work they will be 
living and trustworthy examples of that valuable habit of punctuality. 

I trust I have not said too much it seems almost a pity to criticise 
a school that is almost beyond criticism but I have great hopes of our 
school, and I want to make it ideal in every way and every feature. 
I do not forget that it has all been more or less experimental, and the 
whole weight has come on your broad shoulders, whereas much of it 
ought to have been put on those of others. 

What think you of, at the summer camp, every morning and 
night, reading from the abridged version of the Bible, giving to each 
boy three verses to read aloud, and thus going around. It seems to 
me it would be a great blessing to the boys. We do it in our home, 
and I know it benefits us. I would like also to ask your opinion as to 
stating to the boys, in camp, that Mr. Rindge invited each one of them 
to read Henry Drummond’s book, “The Greatest Thing in the World.”

At the present time twenty-one colleges, 
Northeastern University, of Boston, Mass- 
achusetts, being the largest in New Eng- 
land, are operated in part or wholly upon 
theco-operative plan. “Allowing for partic, 
ular adaptations for each school, the co- 
operative plan provides for alternate 
periods to be spent in college and at work 
in the industries. Students apply tech- 
nical theory in industry before it is for- 
gotten. 

On the co-operative plan, two men “M” 
and “N” called alternates, enter school 
during the same academic year. 
tersin September and completes his fresh- 
man year by April 15: 


about the eighth of the following Sep 
tember. 
“M” attends classes receiving his tech- 


nical training for a period of five weeks | 


while “N“ is engaged in the industries. 


These five week periods continue through- | 


out the year except for alternate six 
weeks’ summer vacation. This is true for 
all years above the freshman year until 
commencement. 

Students on the co-operative plan, during 
their working periods are paid employees 
of their respective firms and compensation 
is determined by the extent of the students’ 
experience and training, but in no case is 
it below the minimum for a given academic 
year. 

Employing firms are usually located 
within commuting distance of the stu- 
dent’s home, which permits the student to

live at home during the work period thus 
reducing his living expences. 

Experience received is comparable with 
that which recent graduates of conven- 
tional schools obtain during the first two 
years following graduation.

Once again “The Register” has just cause to feel proud. This 
time it is because on the front page the middle columns are almost 
filled with the names of the boys on the Honor Roll. 

In the past the Honor Roll contained precious few names, it was 
not only an achievement to make it but almost a miracle. This did 
not reflect on the intelligence of the pupils because Rindge is a tech- 
nical school and it does not always follow that a pupil who is a bril- 
liant scholar makes a good mechanic. This was one of the many rea- 
sons why it worked rather a hardship on certain boys.

One of the requirements of our Eng- 
lish course is the reading of four 
worth-while books each year in addi- 
tion to those read in class. Many of 
you read several times that number. 
But, in this period of the multiplicity 
of books when every day sees the pub- 
lishing of scores of new books, good, 
bad, and indifferent, it becomes more 
and more necessary for us to choose 
carefully what we shall read. Among 
the many books of our day there are 
those that deserve no attention what- 
ever. To read them not only would 
be a waste of time but would be a 
hindrance to character development. 

Even when we take no account of 
such books, however, we must still 
make choices among: those that are 
left. It is just as true now as in the 
days of Francis Bacon that “Some 
books are to be tasted; some, chewed; 
and some digested.” Some _ books, 
such as Tarkington’s “Seventeen” and 
Bailey’s “Story of a Bad Boy,” are to 
be read rapidly for relaxation, for the

Even experienced readers some- 
times become confused and scarcely 
know what to choose from such an ar- 
ray of reading matter, and too often, 
read whatever 
chance may bring to their hands. 
This is not wise, for time is limited, 
and even the rapid reader cannot 
read many books during the year. 


_Therefore the best should be chosen. 
| One good plan is to keep a waiting list 
_to which may be added from time to 


time the books that friends suggest, 
that a review has aroused our interest 
in, that we have promised ourselves 
we would read sometime but are apt 
‘to forget when we have the time. 
Keeping a waiting-list, checking off as 
we read, and constantly adding new 
‘books often proves an incentive to 
wider reading. 

i -Books to be tasted may well be en- 
eyed on train trips or during the sul- 
try afternoons of a vacation, but books 
‘for your “outside reading,” upon 
which reports are to be made, you are 
‘asked either to “chew” or “digest.” 
You are urged to familiarize yourself 
with the author, the setting, the char- 
acters, and the plot if the book is a 
novel or a collection of short stories, 
with the outstanding or salient points 
‘if it is an essay, a biography, or a book 
of travel. You are also asked to make 


| the report as original and self-expres- 


Sive as’ possible. 

The reading necessary to make 
“such a report and the making of the 
eport itself help to fix what you have 


| ead so that it will remain your per- 
}manent possession. 


A collection of 
sixteen well - written book - reports 
made through a high school period 
‘should reveal increasing power of ex- 
‘pression and appreciation, and might

“FISHERMAIN’S LUCK” 
By Henry Van Dyke 


A Book Report by Ralph Cassidy 

Van Dyke’s favorite pastime was 
travelling and _ fishing. His book 
“Fisherman’s Luck,” contains many of 
his personal adventures while pursu- 
ing his chosen sport. 

The action of the book occurs in 
many places; now he is fishing near 
his home and the haunts of his youth; 
now he is fishing in some turbulent 
Canadian stream; then again he is 
travelling with his “Lady Graygown,” 
in Norway. 

The period of the book does not 
cover a continuous space of time, but 
rather, includes many different and 
widely separated events. The ap 
proximate time is about twenty-five or 
thirty years ago. 

Every chapter of the book is enjoy- 
able and entertaining, but certain of 
them stand out as being more typical 
of the spirit of the book. These are 
the ones which will be discussed. 

Tue opening chapter, ‘“Fisherman’s 
Luck,” introduces one to the nature 
of the book. It tells how essential the 
element of chance is to the holding of 
interest in the sport. 

In the chapter ‘‘Talkability,’” the 
author discusses the qualities of a 
pleasing companion. He tells us that 
qualities of a pleasingetaoi nalaurdr 
“Talkability,” the ability to converse 
entertainingly, is very different from 
talkativeness, and that the one per- 
son in whom talkability is most de- 
sirable and talkativeness most to be 
dreaded, is a wife. 

His chapter on “A Wild Straw- 
berry,” contains many fine thoughts 
in reference to nature. Izaak Walton, 
who wrote “The Complect Angler,” 
says of the strawberry, “Doubtless 
God could have made a better berry, 
but doubtless he did not.” 

The chapter, “Fishing in Books,” 
contains many delightful figures of 
speech. He likens books to streams: 
New ones to be ‘‘fished;”” which result, 
occasionally, in pleasant surprises, 
and which in many cases result in dis- 
appointment; old ones to be “fished” 
again and again because of the pleas- 
ure derived from “seeing familiar 
landmarks.” 

“A Norwegian Honeymoon,” tells of 
his trip with his “Lady Graygown” 
through Norway at random; some 
days driving constantly; others, mere- 
ly loafing along, fishing every stream 
encountered. 

“A Lazy Idle Brook,” describes 
chiefly the solitude and contentment 
derived from fishing in such a stream. 
The author tells us that the true mean- 
ing of indolence is freedom from wor- 
ry and care. Indolence such as this 
he tells us, is a blessing and a virtue. 

The chapter, “The Open Fire,” de- 
scribes the companionship offered by

One 
who has spent much of his time in 
the open can not help appreciating his 
descriptions, particularly those for 
building an open fire.

TAKEN FROM “ENGLISH”

TRAVEL CLUB “SEES AMERICA LAS 





The Travel Club met in Room 12, 
April 4th, and heard another cf the series 
of lectures by Mr. Goepper. First, we 
saw pictures of New Hampshire, among 
which were: The Old Man of the Moun- 
tains, the Flume, the Pool, Franconia and 
Crawford Notches, Echo Lake, and Indian 
Head. We were shown these pictures so 
that we might compare it with the scenery 
of the West. 

Mr. Goepper says that when we consider 
the nearness to all the natural scenery and 
historical and educational places, we must 
really consider New England the most won- 
derful section in the United States. Our 
first real stay was at Buffalo, where we saw 
the Peace Bridge between Canada and 
United States, the famous Horseshoe Falls 
and the American Niagara Falls, which are 
beautifully illuminated at night by many 
colored lights. Then we went to Atlantic 
City, where we saw the famous board walk 
with its 8-mile span, where many attend- 
ants wheel their tired guests. Many pic- 
tures of the beach and the hotels were 
shown. From there we went to Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, where we saw the DuPont 
factory and the Old Swedes Church, which 
was built in 1698. 

Then we drove to Philadelphia, where 
we saw Independence Hall, Congress Hall, 
Germantown (famous for the battle in 
Revolutionary war), Valley Forge, where 
all the breastworks and fortifications of 


| Washington’s time can be seen; the Lib- 


erty Bell, William Penn’s house, the Betsy 
Ross home, where Old Glory was made; 
University of Pennsylvania and the Sesqui 


| Centennial Exhibit, in which was the sta- 


dium where Tunney and Dempsey fought 
their memorable battle. 

We then drove to Washington, where 
we saw all the noted Government build- 


| ings the Capitol, the White House, Wash- 


ington Monument, Lincoln Memorial, 


| Georgetown Catholic University, Arling- 


ton National Cemetery, where the tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier, the anchor of the 
battleship Maine, and the bodies of our na- 
tional heroes are at rest. Then we saw Mt. 
Vernon, the home of Washington, which 
nestles on the banks of the Potomac. Here 


we viewed Washington’s Tomb and the | 


Gettysburg 
was our next stop. Here we saw the 


monuments which were erected by the | 


different states and patriotic bodies. We 


and other famous Americans have stayed. 

We drove over the National Trail until 
we reached Dayton, a fine business city, 
and the home of the areoplane business. 


| went over the Cumberland Mountains to 
| Uniontown, Penn., and saw the Summit 
| Hotel, where Ford, Firestone and Edison 


Then we deviated a little to the south and | 


visited Cincinnati, 
largest fresh water swimming pool in the 


| world at the University of Cincinnati, 





which is the largest municipally-owned 
university in the world, and the General 


where we saw the | 


Hospital, also the largest in the world. Our | 


next stop was at Indianapolis, where we 
viewed the National American Legion 
Headquarters and the home of the Hoosier 
poet, James Whitcomb Riley. 

Continuing over the road, we came to 
St. Louis, with its municipal open-air 
theatre, which seats 9270 people, Shaw’ 
Garden, which has the largest plant life in 
the world, and the four noted bridges over 
the Mississippi. 

We then drove to Kansas City, where we 
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saw a real up-to-date city, with fine build- 
ings, and its famous stock yards. A few 
miles farther we came to St. Joseph, Mo., 
which is famous for its cattle industry. 
It has a beautiful park, known as Krug 
Park. This is the city which had such 
a fine scholastic record in its high schools. 

We passed through Fort Leavenworth to 
Topeka, Kansas, where we saw the State 
Capitol and Bethamy College. We visited 
the famously picturesque Colorado Springs, 
where we viewed Pike's Peak, Manitou Cliff 
Dwellings, Seven Falls, Cave of the Winds, 
Cripple Creek gold mines, Ute Pass and the 
Garden of the Gods. Our trip then 
brought us to Santa Fe, where we saw 
famous Indian dances, Acoma pueblo 
dwelling and many adobe houses. 

We then drove to Albuquerque, where 
we saw the Franciscan Hotel, which has 
many of the famous totem poles of the In- 
dians. We ended the travel lecture in 
Arizona, where we visited the Colorado 
Canyon, Hopi House, the famous Petrified 
Forest, near Holbrook, and the famous 
Copper Smelter. Although we passed 
through many other cities and country 
places, they are too numerous to mention. 





The last lecture of the Travel Club for 
this year was held at Room 12, on April 
11. It was decided to end the meetings be- 
cause of the fine weather, and because of 
the fact that many of the members are out 
for athletic teams. The regular meetings 
will be resumed next fall. Mr. Goepper 
plans to take eight or ten of those who 
have attended all the meetings to visit 
some of the European ships. 


Mr. Goepper started the lecture by tel- 
ling us about the trip over the Mohave 
desert, which is about 356 miles long. At 
Needles, Cal., the temperature was only 
120 degrees. The first city we came to was 
San Bernardino, where we saw the famous 
California bungalow homes, and the fine 
orange, prune and nut trees. From there 
we went to San Barbara, where we visited 
the wonderful art colony, and the beauti- 
ful homes. We then visited Pasadena, 
where we saw the stadium at which Har- 
vard defeated Oregon 7-6 in the East vs. 
West game. We also visited the famous 
ostrich farms. 


A few miles outside of Los Angeles, we 
visited Long Beach, one of the most fa- 
mous beaches on the Pacific. Wealsosaw 
Catalina Island, where the famous Wrigley 
swimming contest started, and where one 
can see many beauties of the sea through 
the glass-bottomed boats. 

Finally we came to Los Angeles, where 
we saw many fine houses and buildings, 
and the famous bowl where open-air ser- 
vices are held on Easter and Christmas. 

We then turned to Hollywood and Bev- 
erly Hills, where we saw the homes of 
Mary Pickford, William S. Hart, Charles 
Chaplin and Gloria Swanson, the Grau- 
man’s Egyptan Theater, where all the 
first showings of pictures are given, and 
many other screen star’s homes. 

We then rode through the giant red- 
wood trees, through the picturesque Yose- 
mite valley, and later arrived at San Fran- 
cisco. At San Francisco, we saw views of 
Chinatown, Seal Rocks, the famous Cliff 
House, and Golden Gate Park. 

We also saw views of University of Cali- 
fornia and Leland-Stanford. Then we 
saw Reno, Nev., with its beautiful lake 
Tahoe and University of Nevada. 

















Salt Lake City was our nextstop. Here 
we viewed the Great Salt Lake, where a 
diver would break his neck because of the 
hardness of the water, due to salt. We 
also saw the great salt beds, Lion Canyon, 
Temple of Son, Utah copper mines, Mor- 
mon Temple, Saltair Beach and the Was- 
atch Mountains. Our next view was of 
Yellowstone Park, where we saw natural 
phenomena too numerous to mention. 
Among the noted things which we saw 
were: Mamoth camp, the Canyon, Orange 
Spring, Morning Glory, Saphire and Bis- 
cuit Pool, Cleopatra Terrace, Angel Ter- 
race, Old Faithful Geyser, Dragon’s mouth, 
and also the animals such as bears, bison, 
and deer, which are allowed to roam un- 
molested through the reservation. 


At Cody, Wyoming, we saw the Buffalo 
Bill statue, his famous museum and the 
great Shoshone dam, the rocks represent- 
ing the holy city and many other grotesque 
figures. At Themopolis, Wyoming, we 
saw the Wind River Canyon, Hot Springs, 
the Bee Hive, the Three Squaws, and Hell’s 
Half Acre, a beautiful canyon where the 


Indians are said to have driven the Buffalo — 


to slaughter. At North Platte we saw 
Buffalo Bill’s ranch. This section is the 
great corn center of the country. When we 
went to Detroit, we saw the great Henry 
Ford factory and home. 


The next great city we visited was Chi- 
cago. Here we saw the University of Chi- 
cago, Famous parks, stockyards, wheat 
markets, Morrison Hotel and its $1,000,000, 
dance hall, with tables in tiers. 


We saw the great steel manufacturing 
places of Pittsburg before we crossed the 
Alleghany to West Point, then to New 
York City. In New York we saw many 
different views, among which were the 
following: noted hotels, Grant’s Tomb, 
Statue of Liberty, St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
Museum of Fine Arts, Washington’s Head- 
quarters at Dobbs Ferry, Luna Park, Coney 
Island, the famous mansions on Fifth 
Avenue, Madison Square, Times Square 
Singer Building, Woolworth Building, 
Municipal Building, Flat Iron Building, 
City Hall and the Hall of Fame. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, Mr. 
Goepper showed us some of the different 
rocks which he found on histrips. Among 
the rocks were the following: Gold from 
a mine from California, copper from Nevy- 
ada, Petrified wood from Arizona, lava 
from Mt. Vesuvius, mica from New Hamp- 
shire, iron from Pennsylvania, and collec- 
tion of quartz. He also showed us 
pitcher which was made from mud by 
the Indians.

We are trying a new 
method to make the choice slip more 
effective: it must be signed by you, your 
parents, your home-room teacher and by 
the teacher who is especially interested in 
each course. 


Please understand that there is no desire 
on my part to tie up the choice slips with 
a lot of red tape. To have all these dif- 
ferent people look over your slip before 
you finally turn it in is simply an attempt 
to be sure that you may get the best ad- 
vice possible.

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AIDS 'TO STUDY AND EXAMINATIONS 


BY MR. CURRY 





Too few pupils in high school have any 
adequate idea as to how to go about their 
work. At this stage in the school year, 
with the approach of final and college en- 
trance examinations, it might not be amiss 
to consider certain general methods of pro- 
cedure in regard to study. These must 
necessarily be of a general nature; for it 
must be remembered, each subject has its 
own special technique which is as essential 
to learn as the subject maiter. 

First of all, never allow yourself to think 
that any subject in the curriculum is not 
deserving of your best efforts, or that it is 
too difficult for you. Hard work and con- 
fidence will bring you success in any study. 
Most of the subjects have been taught for 
many years; the amount of the subject 
capable of being absorbed by any group in 
a specific time has been carefully tested; 


in short, the course has been attuned to | 
' time preceding examinations. 


suit the capacities of the boys who are al- 
lowed to takeit. It may be that you have 
prejudices against a particular subject; if 
so, put them aside and study it more dili- 
gently, because it is well for us at times to 
do things we do not like in order.to demon- 
strate our control over our physical and 
mental actions. 

Secondly, have a fixed time each day to 
do your studying. If possible, prepare 
your lesson for to-morrow immediately 
after reciting the lesson of today. Your 
interest in the particular phase of the sub- 
ject will be higher and your mind in bet- 
ter shape to grasp the subject. It has been 
said that we are a “bundle of habits.” 
Make study one of the important sticks in 
your bundle. Gain the habit of being able 
to start on your work without frittering 
away your time and thinking about a begin- 
ning By systematically doing one thing at 
a time and passing trom study to study, 
you can finally, after a period of contin- 
uous application, dependent upon your 
powers, alternate with a period of relax- 
ation or amusement. 

Thirdly, learn the lesson of each day 
thoroughly. Go over your new lesson 
slowly, thereby avoiding mistakes in ex- 
planations. Do not neglect any part of 
it even though it may seem to you unim- 
portant. Oftentimes a very essential part 
of the lesson is explained in a foot-note or 
in very fine print. 

Fourthly, before beginning a new les- 
son recall what you have learned about 
the subject to be taught in the new les- 
son. For example, if you are to study the 
formation of special plurals of nouns, recall 
the general rule for the formation of 
plurals. Again, if you are to solve an ori- 
gieal dealing with triangles, recall the 
previous propositions dealing with tri. 
angles. 

Fifthly, review regularly. A working, 
first-hand knowledge of material previ- 
ously covered which comes quickly into 
the focus of your mind furnishes you with 
a weapon to assault all new work. Re- 
view is not re-studying, but is going over 
the main points quickly, looking at them 
all in their proper perspective. This will 
be assisted if you make summaries; writ- 
ing out a statement of a thing helps you to 
understand it clearly and to fix it in your 
memory. 





Lastly, study the lesson as a whole. 
After you have done this, isolate all spe- 
cial difficulties and focus your attention 
on them. Look for concrete examples and 
application of general principles, and learn 
to interpret these isolated facts in terms 
of the general rules. 

If these methods of procedure are kept 
in mind, little fear need be entertained for 
examinations. Some added aids concern- 
ing examifation preparedness should be 
observed. A knowledge as to the range 
and kind of questions asked in previous 
examinations is an invaluable help. You 
have been furnished with this knowledge in 
each examination’subject. 

Plenty of sleep for a week or more be- 
fore the examination period is worth the 
time consumed. Closely related to this in- 
junction is another which recommends 
much outdoor physical exercise in the 
A light 
breakfast or a light lunch is sufficient be- 
fore taking an examination so that the 
stomach will not draw the blood away from 
the brain which needs it to function prop- 
erly. A pupil can gain much by looking 
over his material immediately before the 
examination—this should not consume 
more than fifteen minutes. 

In order that your paper or book may be 
presentable, bring to the examination two 
well-filled fountain pens or four or five 
well-sharpened pencils. The absolute 
necessity of good English on all examina- 
tions need not be dilated upon here. 
Diagrams when properly lettered and ex- 
plained are an ideal way to say a great deal 
with a saving of time and space. It is al- 
ways well to plan out the time which you 
can allot to each question. This will save 
you needless hurry at the end. 

Examinations and study, both require 
self-possession to a very high degree, in 
order to be successful. You can gain this 
by systematic and sustained effort.

Many questions are being asked and it has been thought 


advisable to publish an account in the Register of this collection. 


Mr. Ladd has had an aquarium for over twelve vears. 


He has collected a large 


part of the specimens himself; those that he could not get from brooks and streams he 


has bought. 


In Other years Mr Ladd has had a greater 
varity of fish than he has now. Then he | 
had such fish as yellow perch, black bass, | 
pickerel, hornpout, and sand darters. He | 
has also had tropical fish at other times | 
but‘this year the severely cold weather has | 
made it impossible to keep any of these 
interesting fish. 

This year Mr. Ladd has not so many 
varieties, it being the first year that he | 
has had only native fish. At the present 
time he has black-nosed dace, snails, polli- 
wogs, water bugs, and boat bugs, and also 
many varieties of water plants. 


The black-nosed dace is a fast swimmer, | 
his home being in swiftly running brooks 
and streams. Whenthese fish are put into | 
still water there is a decided tendency for 
the lower part of the body to droop. They | 
grow to a length of six, inches but Mr. Ladd 
never keeps them when they grow longer 
than three inches. The fact that they are 
eatable is not well known but they are said 
to rival any other brook fish in taste. 

The polliwogs, although by no means 
rare, are very interesting little creatures. 
They swim around the tanks and do not | 
seem to mind their confinement in the | 
least. 


In the tanks are two varieties of snails, 
the European ramshor, which is a pinkish 


| wood, and others. 





red, and the common pond snail which | 


grows to be over three quarters of an inch 
long. 


The water bug isa small creature which 
swims under water most of the time but 
needs air to live. These are very wild, 
and Mr. Ladd gave the writer of this ar- 
ticle a blood-curdling account of how one 
of these savage creature viciously attack- 
ed him and bit him on the thumb. 


The boat bugs are the same size as the 
water bugs, but they derive their name 
from the fact that on each side of their 
bodies protrude oar-shaped legs, which 


| they use to propel themselves through the 


water. These bugs and the water bugs 
gather a bubble of air beneath their shells 
and stay below water until the supply of 
air is exhausted. Then they swim to the 
top for more air. 


The water plants include Sagittaria 
gigantea, cabomba, Ludwigia, cultivated 
Anacharis, duckweed, water fern, crystal 
All of these plants are 
oxygen producing. 


These small creatures are very inter- 
esting and it would pay any boy to take 
a look at them some day in the Chemical 
Laboratory. If any boy is contemplating 
starting an aquarium Mr. Ladd would 
be glad to give him some of the knowledge 
which his experience has given him.
